She 
wrote:  '’She  is  no  longer  with  ns  physi¬ 
cally,  but  there's  no  way  that  she  can't 
be  with  us.

The  idea  of  bits  of  her 
absorbed  into  all  us  makes  sense  to 
me.  When  someone  disappears  from 
our  physical  world,  it  seems  we  appre¬ 
ciate  l hem  more,  and  we  Think  about 
them  more  strongly.

Although  smudged  and  crumpled,  I 
remember  the  yellow  Post-at  note  as 
being  worth  its  weight  in  gold.

On  the  Post-it  note,  my  friend  (and 
fellow  Des  Momes  Alumnae  Chapter 
member)  Martha  Schneider  Fifield, 
Gamma  pl/lowa  State,  had  jotted  the 
phone  number  of  a  Gamma  Pi  sister, 
Susan  Stephan  Hotloway.  who  lived  in 
Frankfort,  Ind.,  just  20  miles  from 
Lafayette  "You  have  to  meet  Susan/' 
Martha  told  me.  "You'll  love  her." 

I  did 

When  I  called  Susan  to  introduce 
myself,  we  wound  up  chatting  for  an 
hour,  thrilled  by  all  we  had  in  common.  In 
addition  to  sister  hoed,  we  were  both 
writers:  we  each  Mad  a  daughter  and  son 
who  were  relatively  close  in  age,  and  our 
husbands  both  had  farming  backgrounds, 
We  met  for  Hunch,  which  signaled  the 
start  of  a  friendship  that  fell  like  "forev¬ 
er''  Irom  first  sighting.  We've  stayed  dose 
through  three  subsequent  moves  (two, 
hers;  one,  mine)  and,  even  though  gaps 
between  our  visits  can  top  a  year,  we 
always  pick,  up  practically  mid-sentence 
l  feel  our  story  resonates  among 
Thetas  of  all  ages,  chapters,  and  circum¬ 
stances  While  Some  women  maintain 
their  Close  college  ties.  Others  pull  the 
threads  together  again  after  decades 
And  some,  like  Susan  and  me,  have 
been  blessed  with  a  serendipitous  friend¬

Regardless  of  how  the  gift  is  present¬

The  era  was  (he  mid-i  WOs—a  decade 
that  found  Chip  State  University  fOSU) 
students  swept  up  in  a  swell  of  patrio¬ 
tism'.  OSU,  among  the  country  Is  largest 
land-grant  universities  at  the  time  with 
25,000  students,  was  designated  as  a 
World  War  It  Army  Specialized  Training 
Program  site  in  1944  Hundreds  of  sol¬ 
diers,  all  selected  by  l he  US  Army  and 
"stationed"  on  campus  for  one  Or  more 
1 2-week  terms  of  training,  transformed 
QSU  into  a  kind  of  wartime  production 
line.  Dormitories  and  classrooms  doubled 
as  barracks  and  base,  and  spirits  ran  high. 

Caught  up  m  the  momentum  were 
nine  fun -loving  Alpha  Gamma  new  mem¬ 
bers — Betty  Henderson,  Phyllis  Fullen, 
Helen  Andersen.  Ioann  Woods,  Betsy 
Townsend,  Dot  tie  Dilmore,  Carol  Rewey, 
Carol  Hanna,  and  Marjorie  Miller.  A  lively 
and  highly  compatible  bunch,  their  range 
of  activities— from  selling  kisses  to  sup¬ 
port  war  bonds  to  gracing  as  many  frater¬ 
nity  parties  as  possible — often  caused  the 
chapter  housemother  to  bemoan,  "Don't 
you  girls  ever  stay  home? " 

"The  nine  of  us  just  got  along  great 
from  the  very  start,"  recalls  Carol  Hanna 
Barnard.  "We  were  all  good  students, 
involved  in  a  lot  of  activities,  and  came 
from  similar  backgrounds. 

"We  played  tennis,  skied,  sang; 
swam,  and  always  had  a  great  t  me.  We 
even  kept  bridge  games  going  all 
through  college/' 

No  wonder,  then,  that  when  gradua¬ 
tion  rolled  around  in  1947,  Barnard  and 
company  vowed  to  keep  their  connec¬ 
tion  strong.  The  link,  decided  Marjorie 
Miller,  would  be  a  round-robin  newslet¬ 
ter — circulated  to  each  of  ihe  nine  who, 
rn  turn,  would  add  their  news. 

Six  decades  later,  snail -mail  still  con¬ 
nects  these  Theta  sisters.  "It  takes  about 
10  months  to  make  it  all  the  way 
around/'  says  Barnard  of  the  large  mani- 
la  envelope  typically  stuffed  with  letters, 
photos,  and  newspaper  clippings. 

'■  The  re's  no  deadline,  but  everyone 
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records  the  date  they  received  the  let¬ 
ters,  and  the  date  they  mailed  the  pack¬ 
et  to  the  next  recipient. 

"If  someone  holds  it  up,  we  always 
know  who's  guilty,1'  she  says,  laughing. 

Neither  relocations,  nor  illness,  nor 
travels,  nor  kids,  nor  grandktds  can  keep 
the  round -rob  in  newsletter  from  its 
appointed  rounds  Even  after  Phyllis 
Pullen  Lewis  died  about  seven  years  ago. 
Barnard  wrote  to  her  husband,  Lew,, 
until  his  death,  and  then  to  Phyllis^ 
brother,  rn  order  to  gel  updates  on  her 
children  and  grandchildren. 

Slaying  in  close  contact  also  has 
inspired  adventures  reminiscent  of  the 
group's  college  days.  With  spouses  in 
tow,  they've  traveled  together,  and  also 
have  attended  OSU  and  Alpha.  Gamma 
reunions.  "We  use  any  excuse  to  get 
together,"  Barnard  says, 

Another  bonus:  three  of  the  "round 
robins1'— Barnard,  Betsy  Townsend  Zahn 
and  Loann  Woods  Crane — now  live  in 
Columbus,  Ohio.

Fla  ''Like  a  lot  of  us,  Allyn  and  I  got  to 
the  point  where  we  exchanged  a  few 
Christmas  cards,  and  that  was  about  it."

Among  those  contacted  was 
Maryberh  Evans  Hughes  of  Des  Moines, 
who  let  Jowaisas  know  that  Allyn  Dukes 


was  living  in  Houston 

'"We  realized  we  had  missed  big 
Chunks  of  each  others1  lives  but,  at  the 
same  time,  we  picked  right  back  up," 
recalls  Jowaisas  of  her  "reunion"  lunch 
with  Dukes.  Jll  go  back  to  Houston  every 
three  months,  and  having  Allyn  there 
at  ways  lifts  my  spirits." 

Thanks  to  Roberts's  messages, 
Jowaisas  heard  from  scores  of  Theta  sis¬ 
ters— a  level  of  response  that  eased  the 
stress  Of  difficult  times. 

"At  one  point,  I  was  hospitalized  for 
about  ten  days  and  almost  didn't  make 
n  through  treatment/'  Jowaisas  says 
'"Throughout  it  all,  I  felt  Irke  my  Theta 
sisters  were  my  second  family.  They 
helped  me  spiritually,  emotionally,  and 
financially  It  was  simply  incredible." 


Allyn  Barla  Dukes  and  EFcabeth  Renda.ll 
Jowaisas,  both  BCVtcwa,  reconnected  in 
Houston  after  having  lost  touch  for  many  years. 


Lessons  learned  from  living  with  cancer 
were  equally  remarkable,  Jowaisas  says 
"I've  lightened  up  on  prelly  much  every¬ 
thing.  and  have  realized  I  really  can't  con¬ 
trol  things.  I  simply  follow  my  intuition," 
Right  now,  her  priority  is  to  heal  But 
after  a  year's  hiatus,  Jowaisas  looks  for¬ 
ward  to  re-invigorating  her  career  and, 
possibly,  to  relocating  She  counts  on 
good  company  for  both.

H  became  deeply  involved  in  Theta  during  colFege.  But  25 
years  later,  I  was  living  on  the  Alabama  coast  400  miles 
away  from  my  Theta  roots,  and  had  fallen  far  down  the 
rabbit  hole  of  career  (first)  and  raising  Three  sons  (later), 

"The  one  remnant  of  college  sorority  life  that  bled  into  my 
'now'  was  a  UGA  Theta  Sister  who  had  moved  to  Mobile  some 
years  after  i  had.  Although  we  hadn't  been  bosom  buddies  at 
UGA,  Elizabeth  Millions  Diehl  and  I  liked  each  other  and  had 
many  friends  in  common.  After  Elizabeth  moved  to  town,  I'd 
occasionally  see  her  at  school  and  church  functions  and,  annual¬ 
ly,  at  the  UGA/Auburn  football  game. 

"New  Year’s  Eve  2005,  found  me  40  miles  from  home,  at  a 
beach  east  of  Mobile  Bay  Around  11  am  I  set  off  west  to  do 
some  shelling  and  reflecting  F  soon  found  myself  completely 
encased  by  a  fog  so  profoundly  thick  as  \o  be  unnerving  1  could 
hear  the  surf,  but  couldn't  see  a  thing.  The  fog  persisted,  bul 
eventually  I  returned  to  the  condo. 

"It  wasn't  until  late  the  next  day  that  I  learned  just  how 
widespread  and  treacherous  the  fog  had  been  There  was  an 
urgent  e-mail  message  from  Atlanta  waiting  for  me  at  home. 
Elizabeth's  husband.  Rob.  had  been  in  a  horrific  boating  colli¬ 
sion  in  the  Mobile  delta  around  noon  on  the  31st,  and  was 
fighting  for  his  life  at  the  city’s  trauma  center 

"Thirty  minutes  later,  I  found  Elizabeth  at  the  hospital,  and 
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gradually  learned  more  details.  Rob's  injuries 
were  significant— his  lungs  tilled  with  thick  delta 
water— and  rhere  was  grave  concern  about  brain 
damage.  He  was  put  on  a  ventilator  and  into  a 
medically  induced  coma  while  the  trauma  doc¬ 
tors  scrambled  to  stabilize  him  and  determine  the 
extent  of  his  injuries. 

J,ln  the  days  and  weeks  that  followed, 

Elizabeth  and  I  learned  in  a  most  tangible  way  just  how  true  it  is 
that  Theta  is  for  a  lifetime.  Word  of  Rob's  accident  spread  like  fire 
through  the  e-mail  grapevine,  which  became  an  intense  and 
powerful  prayer  chain  that  grew  to  more  than  50  Thetas  from 
our  college  years 

"As  Elizabeth  kept  vigil  at  the  hospital  I  served  as  'relayer'  of 
Ron's  daily  status  to  our  UGA  Theta  sixers,  many  of  whom  were 
now  scattered  well  beyond  the  Georgia  borders  I  also  was  hum¬ 
bled  to  read  and  pass  on  to  Elizabeth  the  heartfelt  support  and 
encouragement  that  our  friends  sent  to  her  daily  through  their  e- 
mail  replies.  The  bond  between  us  all  felt  as  strong  as  in  our  col¬ 
lege  days,  and  in  some  ways  stronger  because  of  what  was  at 
stake 

"By  all  natural’  rights,  Rob  should  have  drowned,  but  didn't; 
should  have  lasting  lung  damage,  but  doesn't;  and  should  have 
brain  damage,  but  doesn't  He  is  now  completely  healed  of  Ns 
remaining  injuries.  Every  lime  I  see  him,  he's  wearing  a  smile  a 
mile  wide. 

"Once  Rob  came  home,  we  found  we  didn't  want  to  stop  four 
rekindled)  friendships.  E-mails  and  phone  calls  continued  to  ffy 
back  and  forth  and,  in  April,  many  of  us  gathered  for  a  weekend 
reunion  at  a  lake  resort  near  UGA 

"Sisters  came  by  plane  and  car.  from  up  to  600  miles  away, 
One  sister  commented  the  week  after  the  reunion:  "I  feel  like  a 
missing  piece  of  my  life  has  been  restored,"  We've  decided  to 
make  the  lake  reunion  a  biennial  tradition,  and  look  forward  to 
seeing  more  sisters  in  coming  years. 

J'5ince  then.  I've  struggled  to  put  my  finger  on  why  our  Theta 


friendships  are 
like  no  others. 

Maybe  It'S 
because  those 
friendships  were 
forged  at  a  key 
trme  in  our 
lives — o  rime 

when  we  lived  together  through  struggles,  mistakes,  forgiveness, 
forbearance,  hilarity,  success,  and,  ultimately,  independence.

Friendships:  The  Wellness  Factor 

In  addition  to  tne  feelings  of  acceptance  and  well-being  that 
Spring  from  reconnecting  with  an  "old"  Theta  friend  or  discover¬ 
ing  a  link  with  a  new  one,  research  suggests  close  female  friend¬ 
ships  also  can  affect  our  physical  health. 

Findings  from  a  landmark  UCLA  study  ("UCLA  Study  of 
Friendship  Among  Women  An  Alternative  to  Fight  or  Flight;" 

Gale  Berkowitz,  2002)  indicate  spending  time  in  the  company  of 
female  friends  actually  can  counteract  stress.  When  stressed, 
women  release  the  hormone  Oxytocin- — One  that  buffers  the 
"fight-or-f light'1  response  and,  instead,  encourages  a  woman  to 
■'tend  or  befriend  "  And  when  women  follow  the  nudge  and 
engage  in  these  activities,  more  oxytocin  is  released,  which  fur¬ 
ther  counters  stress  and  produces  a  calming  effect  Testosterone, 
which  men  produce  in  high  levels  when  stressed,  seems  to 

reduce  the  effects  of  oxytocin,  while  estrogen  appears  to 
enhance  it. 

Our  fnends  also  may  help  us  live  better.  The  famed 
Nurses'  Health  Study  from  Harvard  Medical  School,  which 
tracked  the  health  status  of  about  170,000  nurses  over  a 
2 5 -year  span,  found  that  the  more  friends  women  had, 
the  less  likely  they  were  to  develop  physical  impairments 
as  they  aged  Results  were  so  significant  that  researchers 
concluded  that  not  having  close  female  friends  or  confi¬ 
dants  was  as  detrimental  to  health  as  smoking  or  carrying 
extra  weight 

Through  her  work  as  a  certified  childbirth  cfaufer— a  Greek

The  doctor  and  RN  at  the  clinic 
want  me  to  start  a  series  of  health 
education  laiks  in  the  patient 
wafting  room  and  are  aiso  inter¬ 
ested  ib  me  coming  up  with  a 
system  to  track  their  nome 
visits.  I've  also  been  actively 
participating  in  the  meetings 
hr  Club  Canterbury,  a  new 
education  and  prevention 
program  that  is  to  target  uni¬ 
versity  students 


I've  been  learning  a  great  deal  since  my 
first  day  in  Honduras,  but  I'd  have  to  say  that 
what  I've  been  made  aware  of  the  most  ts 
how  thankful  I  am  for  everything  ihal  God  has 
blessed  me  with.

Since  returning  to  the  country  with 
Siempre  l  initios*  Bullock  maintains 
various  daily  responsibilities:  giving 
health  education  talks  to  patients  in 
clinic  waiting  rooms  arid  visiiing 
patients  who  arc  in  the  hospital  or  who 
arc  tied- rid  den  in  their  homes,  She 
works  with  one  other  volunteer,  and 
she  earns  a  minimal  stipend  to  covet 
her  room  and  board, 

"As  a  volunteer.  I  wear  many  hats," 
Bullock  explains.  "Siempre  Unidos  is 
fix: used  on  helping  our  patients  in  all 
aspects  of  their  lives,  including  then 
health  and  the  it  employment,  so  there 
is  ulw ay  s  m >me thing  gi >i tag  01 1  ai id 
someone  whil  needs  assistance." 

Bulluck  also  senes  as  an  educator 
with  Proyeelo  Siloe,  a  program  that

Actually,  she 
may  never  have  said  it.  or  at 
the  most,  she  said  it  once. 
But  it  is  something  she 
should  have  said  if  she  really 
didn't!

Victoria ,  she  has  performed  in 
Oklahoma ,  Texas,  and  Florida. 


QHow  did  you  become  a  historical 
character  interpreter7 

A  For  12  years,  I  taught  US  history  to 
eighth  graders,  notable  for  being 
difficult  to  teach,  as  they  often  think 
rhey  know  everything  Girls  are  interest¬ 
ed  m  boys,  friendships,  clothes,  and 
music.  Boys  are  a  bit  behind  them  in 
maturity,  but  they  often  like  to  show  off 
and  are  not  too  motivated  to  work.  (If  I 
have  any  former  students  out  there 
reading  this,  of  course  I  am  not  speaking 
about  you!)  To  make  history  more  inter¬ 
esting,  I  persuaded  my  principal  to  pay 
for  re- enactors  who  portrayed  Civil  War 
soldiers  and  a  couple  from  the  early 
West.  The  students  loved  it,  and  it 
inspired  me  to  dress  up  as  a  Pilgrim  lady 
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tiny  Indiana  Asbury  in  1B70,  and  we  commemorate  our 


rounders  four  young  women  who  made  their  dream  of 
a  supportive,  caring  sisterhood  into  reality.
